This 
lack of muislure at this season of llie 
year woulil have made >i lerriiih- 
diouth hail the earth not been shielded 
by a curtain of sinok '. Tliis has !ow- 
i>red the atmosjiliere manv degrees, 
kept the earth cool ami moist, pro- 
tected vegetation, ami brought the 
crops to a condition of perfeiaion they 
could not have attained under ordinary 
circuinstancoH. In fact, they gave in- j 
dicuiioiisof blight two months ago iliat 
were terrifying to farmers; hay, hops, 
"rain and veijetables burniiig in t Im^
